Annually  during  the  last  eleven  years  the  mrmbers  of  the  Dominion 
Association  of  Fire  Chiefs  have  gathered  together  for  the  discussion  of 
fire  fighting,  fire  prevention  and  kindred  themes.  It  was  for  this  purpose 
that  the  association  was  formed  in  1909.  and  the  first  convention  was  held 
in  Toronto  in  that  year. 


Calgary  was  chosen  as  the  convention  city  for  1919  upon  the  cordial 
mvitation  of  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  City  Commissioners,  City  Council, 
Board  of  Trade,  Rotary  Club,  and  Fire  Chief  James  Smart.  This  is  the 
first  time  the  convention  has  ever  been  held  west  of  the  Great  Lakes. 


An  elaborate  entertainment  for  the  visiting  fire  chiefs  has  been  ar- 
ranged by  Chief  Smart  and  his  associates.  The  funds  for  this  entertain- 
ment were  raised  principally  through  the  advertisements  appearing  in 
this  booklet. 


In  connection  with  the  conventions  of  the  Dominion  Association  of 
Fire  Chiefs,  apparatus  both  for  the  extinguishment  and  prevention  of  fires 
are  exhibited.  Apparatus  tests  are  held  under  the  supervision  of  the 
association.  These  tests  are  regarded  as  an  important  phase  of  the  annual 
conventions. 


Instructive  papers,  prepared  by  members  and  dealing  with  important 
phases  of  fire  figiiting  and  fire  prevention  work  are  read  at  the  annual 
conventions.  These  subjects  are  also  discussed  by  the  members.  By 
means  of  these  conventions  the  association  members  are  kept  abreast 
with  the  times  in  fire  prevention  and  fire  fighting.

A  Inaf  of  lireail  liniiuht  of  a  retail  store,  liears  the  cost  nf  insurance  upon  the  ImiMinns 
anil  stuck  nf  a  retail  store,  luikery,  tlniir  warehouse,  llniir  inill.  terminal  elevatnr,  cnunlr.v- 
elevatnr  anil  f:iriiiers  li.arn.  In  this  inaiiner  sninethinc  is  taken  frnin  the  eaiiiinns  nf 
every  mall  tn  pay  the  cost  of  fire;  a  pnrlinn  nf  all  lalmr  ami  ini!ii>try  represents  the  iin- 
proiluctive  etTnrt  nf  restnriiid  v.alues  that  li.ave  lieeii  carelessly  ilestrnyeii.  The  liurnilin 
every  year  of  millions  of  ilollars  of  createil  value  increases  the  ci»t  of  liviiin  .anil  is,  there- 
fore, nf  vital  interest  In  the  cniimiunity. 

There  is  a  (irnwinu  recnunilinn  nf  the  fact  tliat  tire  waste  is  neeilless  :inil  :iiat  de- 
finite measures  shnulil   iie  t.ikeii  for  its  .•ivoiihiiice. 

Tn  amuse  the  penple  anaiiist  the  fire  fne  is  our  greatest  task.  'I'liere  is  iin  dilTereliee 
reKariliiiti  the  essentials.  The  average  citi/.eii  will  admit  that  lire  waste  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  national  disurace.  The  task  's  to  make  him  do  Mimethiii^  to  remedy  coiidilions. 
It  seems  lidiculous  that  a  penple  sn  eauer  tn  seek  nut  and  destiny  the  inysterinus  and 
hidden  enemies  nf  mankind  shniild  lie  sn  slow  and  sliiKjli-h  in  finhtinft  a  foe  so  plainly  in 
sinht  and  sn  icadily  vaiiiiuished.  We  have  led  the  world  in  seeking  out  the  causes  of 
pestilence  and  relliovinn  them.  We  are  in  ihe  \aii(iuard  of  the  liattle  against  tllliercu- 
lnsi>.  typhnid  and  other  malignant  diseases.  Siill  we  stand  .apart  and  let  the  other 
nalinii,-  lead  ill  the  fifjht  a(iailist  all  enemy  much  mnre  e.a-ily  con(|uered.

PERIOD  COVERED  BT  INVESTIGATION 

As  a  period  of  four  years  is  eonsiderecl  the  minimum  ui)on  which  to  bu.-'e  conclusions 
of  any  value,  the  icconl  covers  that  length  of  time.  Owing  to  fluctuations  in  the  amount 
of  loss  from  year  to  year,  it  is  obvious  tliat  reliable  averages  cannot  he  obtained  from 
the  figur<!s  for  any  one  ye.ir.  For  a  similar  reason,  figures  for  the  year  1010  are  omittecl. 
Two  fires,  one  destroying  the  Dominion  Parliament  buildings  at  Ottawa  and  the  other 
sweeping  northern  Ontario,  caused  anaggregate  property  loss  of  approximately  .85,0(X),000, 
atid  increased  the  per  (•■•ipita  1(jss  of  the  Dominion  for  the  year  to  .83.40,  as  compared  with 
an  average  of  82.73  for  the  four  preceding  ye.-irs.  Therefore,  to  include  19IG  figures,  in 
any  statement  designed  lo  show  average  conditions  would  be  entirely  mislea<ling.  From 
1912  to  1!)1.")  no  conflagration  of  extraordinary  importance  occurred,  and  it  is  lielieved 
the.xe  years  fairly  represent  the  i)resent  normal  fire  waste  situation  in  Canada.

Consideration  of  the  l)asie  differences  l)et\veen  fire  waste  eoiulitioiis  in  Canada  and 
foreinii  countries  leads  to  the  conchision  that,  in  tliis  K<'ii<'i:ition.  we  cannot  hope  to  a|)- 
proxiinate  the  same  stanihtnis  as  Europe.  The  mass  of  timlier  eoiistr.iction.  chmatic 
conditions,  tlie  resth'ss,  nioliile  ciiaracter  of  tiie  population,  are  three  sufficient  reasons, 
apart  from  incendiarism  and  carelessness.  Xevertheless,  the  present  rate  of  loss  can  l)e 
tjreatly  reduced  liy  ])laciii(i  proper  emphasis  upon  jireventive  measures. 

Fire  prevention  in  its  lartjei  sijinificaiice  aims  at  control  of  the  three  ureal  sources 
of  all  tires,  iihysical,  occupational  and  personal.  It  seeks  to  compel  a  proper  construc- 
tion of  liuildilins  and  the  safen'iJinli'iK  <>f  hazardous  features  in  huiidinj;.  It  aims  to 
curiect  personal  nejili(i<'uce  in  renard  to  fire  daiifieis  an<l  to  discoiiraiie  incendiarism  liy 
iirtiiiiK  rinid  investigation  into  the  causes  of  all  fires.  While  it  is  improlialde  tliat  such 
laws  as  ohtain  in  Kiiroiie  in  refianl  to  the  control  of  firi'  will  ever  hecome  enai'ted  in  Can- 
ada, there  is  a  pronounced  and  urowiiifi  tendency  to  curb  puliiic  evils  iiy  statutory  iii- 
tervelition.  In  our  complex  modern  life,  |)roper  ietrislalion  and  its  etTective  enforce- 
ment have  lieen  found  esxiitiat  to  produce  any  real  control  over  the  lliiiiji-  that  should 
lie  repressed  in  the  common  interest  and  foi'  the  comnioii  jjood. 

In  the  treatment  of  no  other  sul).ject  affectinn  public  welfare  has  Canada  tarried  so 
lonji  as  it  has  in  the  field  of  fire  prevention.  Canadians  have  had  such  a  fund  of  natural 
wealth  and  believe  so  tlioroutiiily  in  individual  fieedom  that  they  have  not  fell  the  luiil 
of  economy  nor  have  they  been  willinu  to  circumscribe  personal  liberties.  The  fire  waste 
has  become,  however,  an  economic  bin,  'hat  not  even  the  wealthiest  country  can  loim 
afford.
